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Martial law was declared in Leipzig at 11 a 0 i&* on 17 June* Five persons were 
killed and 50 injured by VP salvoes* Soviet soldiers with tanks and tracks from 
the Heiterbliek Kaserne moved into the town* Fifty T-34 tanks were in the center 
of the town on IS June* The Soviets fired into the air in order to curb the riot- 
ers* Additional troops and tanks^ earning from Wurzen* arrived at the HeiterKLick 
Kaserne on IS June* Some of these subsequently moved into the city* On 19 June* 
the Heiterbliek Kaserne was occupied by 1200 to 1500 soldiers and between SO and 
90 T-34 tanks* 1 

On IS 18 T-43 tanks * nine armored personnel carriers* 15 armored scout cars 

and more than 100 motor TOhleles with at least 17 AT guns entered the Flak Kaserne 
in Wuapzen* having come from the direction of Riesa 0 

Only minor protest actions took place in Plauen 17 and 18 June* Soviet troops 
and VP* s did not interfere* Martial law* however* was declared on 17 June* An 
alert unit of 120 soldiers ms stationed at the Koenig Georg Kaserne* 

Riots oc cured in the large plants of Quedlinburg on 17 June* Work had not yet 
been resumed on 21 June* 

The town eodlta of Born in Leizling Heath were sealed off on 17 June* Vehicles 
were apparently moving from there toward Neuhaldensleben* On 18 June, a soldier 
in Born stated that about 50% of the soldiers in the area ©f Huetten had been 
transferred to Magdeburg* 

Martial law was rescinded In Luekenwalde on 25 June* 

The Soviet tank repair shop in Wuensdorf was in operation on 16 and 17 June* The 
workers at the two construction sites in the post area were on strike on 17 and 
18 June* No serious incidents ©©cured and work was resumed on 20 June. 

On 22 June* all patrols duty on the border between the East Sector of Berlin 
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and the Soviet lone in th® Bi^keny^de^E l a n kenbiagg area- were reinforced 0 The 
patrols consisted of two Soviet soldiers and two VP is eaeh 0
